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REPORT, 


During  the  fifty-two  weeks  of  the  year  1874  (terminating  on  Saturday,  2nd 
January,  1875),  the  returns  of  the  Local  Registrars  record  19,861  births  and 
16,336  deaths  within  the  Borough  of  Liverpool. 

Of  the  births,  10,064  were  males,  and  9,797  were  females  ;  making  the 
total  Birth-rate  of  the  Borough  equal  to  38.8  per  1,000.

We  are  able,  from  the  returns  made  by  the  Registrars  as  to  the  residences 
of  persons  dying  in  the  Workhouses  and  Hospitals  of  the  town,  to  classify 
1,342  of  the  deaths  in  these  establishments  under  the  wards  and  districts  from 
whence  the  patients  were  removed,  viz.,  300  under  Scotland  Ward,  137  under 
Vauxhall  Ward,  161  under  St.  Paul’s  and  Exchange  Wards  (Dale  Street 
District),  232  under  St.  Anne’s  and  Lime  Street  Wards  (Islington  District), 
20  under  Castle  Street  and  St.  Peter’s  Wards  (St.  George’s  District),  106  under 
Pitt  Street  and  Great  George’s  Wards  (St.  Thomas’s  District),  108  under 
Rodney  Street  and  Abercromby  Wards  (Mount  Pleasant  District),  209  under 
the  Out-townships  of  Everton  and  Ivirkdale,  59  under  that  of  West  Derby, 
and  10  under  those  of  the  Toxteths.  This  will,  however,  still  leave  unclassi¬ 
fied  900  deaths  of  persons  whose  previous  residences  were  either  unknown  or 
not  specified  ;  and  these,  in  the  absence  of  definite  information,  I  have  placed 
in  the  Wards  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  total  deaths. 
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The  results  of  the  alterations  occasioned  by  this  re-arrangement  of  the 
deaths  in  the  wards  and  districts  will  be  shown  in  the  following  table,  from 
which  a  calculated  rate  of  mortality  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  inhabitants  has 
been  made  ;  but  it  must  be  observed  that  the  estimate  of  the  population  of  all 
the  districts  of  the  Parish  has  been  made  on  a  rate  of  decrease  which  is  pro¬ 
bably  in  excess  of  what  is  new  going  on.

TYPHUS  AND  INFANTILE  REMITTENT  FEVER. 

These  diseases  accounted  within  the  Borough  of  Liverpool  for  449  deaths, 
or  for  249  in  the  Parish,  and  200  in  the  Out-townships.  The  rate  of  their 
mortality  was  equal  to  0-8  per  1,000  per  annum  of  the  estimated  population. 
Their  percentage  rate  relatively  to  deaths  from  all  causes  was  1*7  during  the 
first,  2-5  during  the  second,  2*7  during  the  third,  and  3-6  during  the  fourth 
quarter  of  the  year.  Their  annual  rate  relatively  to  deaths  from  all  causes  was 
2-7  per  cent.,  and  relatively  to  deaths  from  zymotic  causes  9-3  per  cent. 
Their  deaths  included  223  males  and  221  females  ;  135  persons  below  the  age 

of  15,  118  between  the  ages  of  15  and  30,  and  196  above  the  age  of  30, 
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Every  form  of  continued  fever  is  included  under  the  generic  term  of 
typhus  ;  but  the  registers  of  deaths  attribute  5  cases  to  gastric  fever,  1 3  L  to 
typhoid  fever,  23  to  enteric  fever,  3  to  continued  fever,  and  172  to  typhus. 
Under  the  term  of  fever  there  were  registered  73  deaths,  under  that  of  febris 
18  deaths,  and  under  that  of  febricula  3  deaths.  The  deaths  registered  under 
the  term  of  infantile  remittent  amounted  to  16. 

The  following  tables  are  in  themselves  sufficiently  explanatorv.  The  first 
compares  the  averages  of  deaths  from  typhus  during  the  preceding  ten  years 
with  those  during  1874  ;  the  second  table  shows  the  districts  of  the  town  and 
the  periods  of  the  year  in  which  all  forms  of  continued  fever  were  most  fatally 
prevalent;  the  third  marks  in  streets  the  habitats  of  the  disease;  and  the 
remaining  tables  the  occupations  and  positions  of  its  victims.

SCARLATINA. 


As  far  back  as  daring  the  latter  months  of  1873,  the  returns  of  deaths 
began  clearly  to  indicate  the  probable  approach  of  an  epidemic  of  Scarlatina, 
and  it  was  in  hopes  of  obtaining  the  co-operation  of  the  Medical  Profession  to 
airest  it,  that  the  Medical  Officer  was  directed  to  address  the  following  letter 
to  the  President  of  the  Medical  Institution. 


Medical  Officer’s  Department, 
Municipal  Offices, 

Liverpool,  Dec.  30th,  1873. 

My  dear  Sir, 

It  is  by  direction  of  the  Health  Committee  that  I  write  to  request 
your  co-operation,  and  through  you  as  President  of  the  Medical  Institution,  the 
co-operation  of  all  our  professional  brethren  in  an  united  effort  to  render  the 
system  of  disinfection  which  has  been  established  by  the  Council  of  Liverpool 
more  generally  available  in  checking  the  progress  of  disease. 

In  1865,  the  Council  erected  at  great  cost,  apparatus  for  the  disinfection  by 
heat,  of  the  bedding  and  clothing  of  the  sick,  on  the  principle  and  plan  first 
suggested  and  advocated  by  Dr.  Henry,  of  Manchester,  in  his  well  known  papers 
published  in  the  Philosophical  Magazine  in  1831.  One  of  these  apparatus,  con¬ 
taining  four  chambers  or  stoves,  is  situated  in  Ford  Street,  at  the  north  ;  and 
another,  also  containing  four  stoves,  is  in  New  Bird  Street,  at  the  south  end  of 
the  town.  The  system  has  now  been  in  practical  work  for  nine  years,  during 
which  time  more  than  330,000  pieces  of  infected  clothing  and  bedding  have  been 
subjected  to  the  influence  of  dry  heat,  with  the  most  satisfactory  results.  It  is, 
therefore,  no  longer  to  be  regarded  as  merely  experimental.  It  has  successfully 
stood  the  test  of  severe  epidemics  of  Typhus  Fever,  Cholera,  Relapsing  Fever, 
Scarlatina,  and  Small  Pox,  and  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the  public  will 
largely  avail  themselves  of  the  use  of  these  stoves  under  the  pressure  of  any 
future  visitation  of  serious  and  widespread  epidemic  disease.  The  Health  Com¬ 
mittee,  however,  regret  to  find  that  preventive  measures  are  not  used  so  generally 
as  could  be  wished,  on  the  approach  or  at  the  commencement  of  an  epidemic  ; 
and  that  it  is  only  when  it  has  assumed  such  gravity  and  extended  prevalence  as 
to  produce  panic  and  alarm,  that  the  public  begin  to  realise  the  value  of  disin¬ 
fection.  It  is  then,  however,  too  late  to  stem  the  current  of  contagion  in  so  large 
and  populous  a  borough  as  Liverpool;  we  may  succeed  in  moderating  its  force, 
but  can  scarcely  hope  to  arrest  its  progress.  It  is  only,  as  you  are  aware,  when 
disease  is  sporadic  that  isolation  will  much  avail,  and  it  is  only  while  cases  are 
few  and  scattered  that  disinfection  will  be  successfully  prophylactic.  If,  therefore, 
we  would  stamp  out  the  germs  of  contagion,  we  must  precede  in  our  work  the 
apprehensions  of  the  public,  and  not  wait  for  that  help  which  is  derived  from  the 
panic  of  fear ;  in  other  words,  we  must  adopt  the  preventive  measure  of  disin¬ 
fection  at  the  beginning,  and  not  only  in  the  middle  or  height  of  an  epidemic.  It 
is  to  enable  this  to  be  done,  with  some  hope  of  success,  that  the  Health  Committee 
solicit  the  co-operation  of  the  Medical  Profession,  and  I  shall  esteem  it  a  favour 
if  you,  or  the  members  of  the  Medical  Society,  could  suggest,  for  the  consideration 
of  the  Health  Committee,  any  means  by  which  this  co-operation  could  be  obtained 
with  the  least  possible  trouble  to  the  Medical  Profession. 

I  may  mention,  that  on  receipt  of  any  notice  of  the  existence  of  contagious 
disease  forwarded  to  my  office,  either  by  post-card  or  otherwise,  an  inspector  is 
directed  to  visit  the  house,  and  remove  to  the  disinfecting  apparatus  all  the 
clothes,  bedding,  &c.,  which  have  been  within  the  reach  of  infection.  The  articles 
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so  removed  are  subjected  for  eight  hours  to  a  temperature  of  212  Fhrt.,  and  are 
then  returned  in  another  van.  In  the  meantime,  and  while  the  articles  are  at  the 
disinfecting  apparatus,  the  rooms  which  the  patient  occupied  are  fumigated  with 
sulphurous  gas.  Iso  charge  is  made  for  anything  done  by  the  servants  of  the 
Health  Committee,  and  no  expense  is  incurred  by  the  patients  or  their  friends  in 
respect  of  carrying  out  the  processes  required  for  the  disinfection  ;  on  the  contrary, 
if  any  articles,  as  will  sometimes,  though  very  occasionally  happen,  are  scorched 

or  injured  by  the  heat  of  the  stoves,  the  value  of  such  articles  is  repaid  by  th© 
Health  Committee. 


I  will  illustrate  the  desirableness  of  disinfection  in  all  cases  of  contagious 
sickness,  by  the  history  of  Scarlatina  during  the  last  year.  There  were,  during 
the  first  quarter,  twenty-two  deaths  from  that  disease,  during  the  second  quarter 
fifteen  deaths,  and  during  the  third  quarter,  thirty-three  deaths.  There  is  thus 
every  reason  to  believe  that  by  rigid  isolation,  and  by  those  other  hygienic 
precautions  which,  as  a  rule,  are  recommended  and  adopted  by  physicians,  aided 
by  the  disinfection  of  the  bed  and  the  clothing  of  the  sick,  the  disinfection  of  the 
clothing  of  members  of  the  family  who  had  been  in  attendance  on  the  sick,  and 
by  the  disinfection  and  cleansing  of  the  rooms  of  houses  where  sickness  had 
prevailed,  the  progress  of  the  disease  might  to  a  great  degree  have  been  arrested. 
That  this  was  not  successfully  done  is  the  more  to  be  regretted,  because  during 
the  present,  or  fourth  quarter  of  the  year,  the  deaths  from  Scarlatina  have 
increased  to  135,  and  we  are,  in  all  human  probability,  in  the  face  of  a  severe 
epidemic.  You  know  what  a  large  amount  of  absolute  sickness  from  the  disease 
is  represented  by  this  great  mortality.  But  though  the  sickness  from  Scarlatina 
has  been  great,  there  has  been  no  proportionate  amount  of  disinfection  required 
or  practised  by  the  public.  Apart  from  the  cases  which  terminated  fatally,  the 
knowledge  of  which  only  reached  the  Sanitary  Office  by  the  weekly  returns  of 
the  Registrars  of  Deaths,  there  were  only  thirty-four  notices  of  the  existence  of 
Scarlatina  received  during  the  thirteen  weeks  of  this  quarter.  An  amount  of 
applications  for  disinfection,  so  disproportionate  to  the  amount  of  prevailing 
sickness,  has  induced  the  Health  Committee  to  direct  me  to  make  this  appeal 
through  you,  for  the  future  co-operation  of  the  Medical  Profession.

How  fruitless  was  all  our  endeavours  to  stamp  out  the  disease  bv  pre¬ 
cautionary  measures,  and  how  steady  was  the  progress  of  the  epidemic  in 
spite  of  all  our  efforts  will  only  too  clearly  appear  by  the  quarterly  returns  of 
deaths,  being  respectively  137,  245,  700,  and  829. 

Scarlatina  accounted  during  the  year  for  1911  deaths,  or  for  983  in  the 
Parish,  and  928  in  the  Out-townships.  The  rate  of  its  mortality  was  equal  to 
3-7  per  1,000  per  annum  of  the  estimated  population.  Its  rate  relatively  to 
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deaths  from  all  causes  was  3-8  per  cent,  in  the  first  quarter,  6*9  in  the  second^ 
15*9  in  the  third,  and  17*1  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year;  its  annual  rate 
relatively  to  all  deaths  was  11*6  per  cent.,  and  relatively  to  deaths  from 


zymotic  causes  39-8  per  cent. 

The  first  of  the  following  tables  gives  a  statistical  history  of  the  mortality 
of  Scarlatina  during  the  year  1874,  the  second  is  a  record  of  the  streets  of 
the  Borough  wherein  3  or  more  deaths  occurred  from  that  disease.

SMALL  POX. 

The  chief  interest  in  connection  with  the  history  of  this  disease  in  Liverpool 
dming  the  last  yeai,  was  the  arrival  of  a  body  of  Emigrants  who  came  from 
London  on  the  1st  December  and  were  about  to  proceed  by  the  Steam  Ship 
Illinois  to  America,  when  they  were  stopped  in  the  river  by  order  of  the 
Emigration  Commissioners,  because  some  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
Small  Pox.  The  number  of  Emigrants  who  came  from  London  was  403  ;  of 
these  328,  viz  :  174  adults,  lOv  children  and  47  infants  arrived  in  Birken¬ 
head,  and  were  taken  on  board  the  Steam  Ship  Illinois,  and  75,  viz  :  47  adults, 
20  children  and  8  infants  airived  m  Liverpool,  and  were  received,  before  we 
heard  of  the  existence  of  the  Small  Pox,  in  a  large  Emigrant  Lodging  House, 
kept  by  Mrs.  Hammerstein  in  Wood  Street.  No  cases  of  sickness  were 
observed  until  the  people  on  board  the  Illinois  wrere  examined  on  the  2nd. 
December  by  the  Surgeon  of  the  Emigration  Commissioners,  when  three 
children,  Benjamin  Yantz  (with  doubtful  marks  of  vaccination),  Helena  Booker 
and  Caroline  Bookass  (both  having  marks  of  vaccination)  were  found  to  be 
suffering  from  Small  Pox.  These  patients  with  their  friends  or  parents,  viz  : 
3  adults  and  a  baby  18  weeks  old,  were  taken  by  my  orders  to  the  Small  Pox 
Hospital  in  Netherfield  Road.  Neither  of  the  three  adults  nor  the  baby,  all 
of  whom  had  been  vaccinated,  got  the  disease  while  in  Hospital,  although  in 
immediate  and  constant  communication  with  the  sick.  Application  was  then 
made  to  the  Select  V  estry  to  permit  all  the  other  Emigrant  passengers  (321) 
left  on  ooard  the  Illinois,  to  be  removed  to  the  Workhouse.  This  removal 
took  place  on  3rd.  December.  The  Emigrants  (75)  at  Mrs.  Hammerstein’s 
Lodging  House  were  not  removed,  but  the  house  was  placed  under  the  con¬ 
stant  supervision  of  Inspectors.  No  case  of  Small  Pox  occurred  at  Hammer- 
stein’s,  but  the  total  cases  of  sickness  of  the  Emigrants  in  the  Workhouse, 
including  those  sent  direct  to  Netherfield  Hoad  Hospital,  were  17,  of  whom  4 
died.  The  precautions  taken  were  as  follows  the  Philadelphia  Steam  Ship 
Company  being  owners  of  the  Illinois,  directed  Drs.  Spooner  and  Lewis  to 
undeitake  the  vaccination  of  all  the  Emigrants,  except  those  who  were  pitted 
with  Small  Pox,  or  who  had  recent  and  well  defined  marks  of  vaccination  or 
were  above  60  years  of  age.  These  gentlemen  vaccinated  in  all  200  persons, 
including  all  the  children.  In  some  of  the  children,  as  in  the  case  of  Ben¬ 
jamin  Yantz,  the  vaccination  had  not  taken.  In  others  of  the  17  who  were 
attacked  with  the  disease,  the  vaccination  had  been  too  recently  attempted  to 
be  prophylactic. 

The  following  Table  is  sufficiently  explanatory  of  the  deaths  from  this 
disease  within  the  Borough.

They  occasioned  1,917  deaths  in  the  Borough  of  Liverpool 
during  the  year  1874,  of  which  960  occurred  in  the  Parish,  and  957  in  the 
Out-Townships.  The  death-rate  was  3*7  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  ; 
their  percentage  death-rate  relatively  to  deaths  from  all  causes  was  11*7,

The  Select  Vestry  are  kind  enough  to  forward  to  my  office  a  daily  list  of  the 
cases  of  Fever  attended  by  the  Parochial  Medical  Officers,  and  a  monthly  list 
of  the  cases  of  all  Zymotic  diseases,  of  Tubercular  diseases,  and  of  sickness 
from  other  causes,  which  have  occurred  in  the  twelve  districts  of  the  Parish. 

The  daily  list  enables  the  Health  Committee  to  take  action  for  the  purifica¬ 
tion  of  the  houses,  and  I  am  able  from  the  other  to  classify  the  districts  and 
streets  in  which  sickness  has  prevailed. 

The  following  are  the  streets  within  the  Parish  of  Liverpool  in  which  three 
or  more  cases  of  Fever,  or  three  or  more  of  Scarlatina,  have  occurred  during 
the  year.

These  show  that  the  average  number  of  persons  suffering  from  Continued 
Fever  (including  therein  Typhus,  Typhoid,  and  Simple  Continued  Fever),  at 
one  time  in  Hospital  during  the  year  1874,  was  40,  and  their  percentage 
death-rate  11*1;  the  average  number  of  cases  of  Measles  at  one  time  in 
Hospital  during  the  year  was  6,  and  their  percentage  death-rate  was  16Y  ; 
the  average  number  of  cases  of  Scarlatina  at  one  time  in  Hospital  during 
the  year  was  12,  and  their  percentage  death-rate  was  16*2;  the  average 
number  of  cases  of  Small  Pox  at  one  time  in  Hospital  during  the  year  was  2, 
and  their  percentage  death-rate  was  14*2. 


The  number  of  persons  in  receipt  of  Parochial  Relief  on  Saturday,  the  4th 
July,  1874,  was  6,694,  or  1,674  less  than  at  the  corresponding  period  of  1873, 
and  the  number  on  Saturday,  the  2nd.  January  1875,  was  6,875,  or  1,142  less 
than  on  Saturday  the  27th  December  1873.

LODGING-HOUSES. 

The  Health  Committee  have,  since  the  passing  of  the  Sanitary  Act,  1866, 
ruled  that,  as  far  as  possible,  all  registered  lodging-houses  should  have  a  day 
apartment  for  the  accommodation  of  their  lodgers,  and  that  all  houses  where 
single  rooms  were  occupied  by  day  and  night  should  be  registered  as  sub-let. 
The  space  required  for  a  night  lodger  in  a  registered  lodging-house  is  300 
cubical  feet,  while  the  space  in  a  sub-let  house  for  each  adult  is  350  feet. 

There  were  on  the  register  1,007  lodging  houses  at  the  end  of  1873,  and 
1,091  at  the  end  of  1874.  This  difference  was  occasioned  by  the  removal  of 
226  old  licenses,  and  the  addition  of  310  new  ones.  The  visits  to  lodging- 
houses  are  both  by  day  and  night.  The  lodging-houses  of  the  better  class, 
and  especially  those  provided  only  with  single  beds  for  each  person,  and  only 
with  the  number  of  beds  equivalent  to  the  number  of  lodgers  allowed,  are  not 
visited  at  night  except  on  grave  suspicion,  or  on  complaint,  or  in  the  case  of 
foreign  emigrant  lodging-houses.  The  night  visits  are  pretty  nearly  restricted 
to  the  low  districts  and  tramp  houses.  The  number  of  day  visits  paid  during 
the  year  was  39,401,  and  the  night  visits  5,665.  The  number  of  lodging- 
houses  found  overcrowded  on  the  night  visits  was  42,  the  number  of  informa¬ 
tions  laid  for  breaches  of  the  bye-laws  was  165,  with  the  results  of  fines  in 
149  cases  to  the  extent  of  £40  18s.  0d.,  in  sums  varying  from  Is.  to  40s.  and 


costs.  The  number  of  lodging-houses  found  dirty  was  204  ;  notices  were 
served  to  limewash  and  cleanse. 

It  is  necessary  fiequently  to  visit  houses  which  are  not  licensed  either  as 
lodging  or  sub-let  houses,  especially  when  emigration  is  brisk,  or  at  race  times. 
There  were  2,083  such  visits  paid  during  the  day,  and  in  42  of  the  cases 
where  suspicion  was  confirmed,  they  were  followed  up  by  night  visits.  A 
tenant  harbouring  lodgers  is  not  taken  before  the  Justices  for  the  first  offence, 
but  is  noticed  to  have  his  rooms  measured  and  licensed.  There  were  309 
such  notices  issued  during  the  year,  but  in  only  4  cases  did  the  tenants  refuse 
to  comply  ;  they  were  brought  before  the  Justices  ;  two  were  fined,  and  in  two 
cases  the  informations  were  withdrawn  as  the  tenants  had  made  the  necessary 
applications  after  the  issuing  of  the  summonses.  A  bye-law  requires  that  every 
case  of  infectious  sickness  in  a  lodging-house  should  be  at  once  reported  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  oo  cases  of  Fever  occurred  in  lodging-houses  ; 
29  of  the  patients  being  lodgers  were  at  once  sent  to  Hospital,  the  bedding 
removed  to  the  disinfecting  apparatus,  and  the  rooms  purified  and  cleansed 
The  remaining  6  cases  being  members  of  the  keepers  families  were  not 
removed,  but  the  lodging-house  licenses  were  at  once  suspended.  No  lodger 
died  from  Fever  in  a  registered  lodging-house,  but  there  were  92  deaths  from 
non-contagious  diseases  in  lodging  houses,  of  which  66  belonged  to  the 
keepers’  families  and  26  were  lodgers. 

SUB-LET  HOUSES  REGISTERED  UNDER  THE  SANITARY 

ACT  OF  1866. 

The  number  of  sub-let  houses  on  the  Register  at  the  termination  of  1873 
was  10,162  ;  the  number  registered  during  1874  was  436,  making  the  total  on 
the  Register  on  the  31st.  December  10,598.  The  number  of  visits  paid 
during  the  night  was  11,577,  and  during  the  day,  55,708,  with  the  result  of 
finding  974  rooms  overcrowded.  In  addition  to  overcrowding,  the  offence 
(though  not  punishable  in  sub-let  houses)  of  permitting  adult  males  and 
females,  not  married,  to  occupy  the  same  room,  comes  under  the  notice  of,  and  is 
entered  in  the  books  of  the  Inspectors.  There  were  489  rooms  thus  indecently 
occupied  by  711  males  and  915  females,  besides  having  also  in  these  rooms 
326  children  between  the  ages  of  5  and  13  years;  The  character  of  the 
indecent  occupation  may  be  judged  of  from  the  following  facts  :  in  243 
instances,  one  man  and  two  women  were  found  in  the  same  bedroom  ;  in  114 
instances,  two  men  and  one  woman  ;  in  fifty-five  instances,  two  men  and  two 
women  ;  in  forty-six  instances,  one  man  and  three  women  ;  in  twelve  instances, 
three  men  and  one  woman  ;  in  four  instances,  two  men  and  three  women ;  in 
four  instances,  three  men  and  two  women  ;  in  three  instances,  one  man  and 
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four  women  ;  in  three  instances,  four  men  and  one  woman ;  in  two  instances, 
three  men  and  three  women ;  in  one  instance,  two  men  and  five  women  ;  in 
one  instance,  four  men  and  three  women ;  and  in  one  instance,  one  man  and 
six  women. 

Informations  were  laid  against  795  chief  tenants  for  permitting  over¬ 
crowding  in  rooms,  with  the  following  results : — 650  were  fined  Is.  and  Is. 
costs  ;  102  fined  2s.  6d.  and  2s.  6d.  costs  ;  13  fined  5s.  and  4s.  6d.  costs  ;  5 
fined  10s.  and  costs  ;  and  4  fined  20s.  and  costs;  making  a  total  of  fines 
levied  during  the  year  of  £105  4s.  Od.  Of  the  remaining  21  cases,  15  infor- 
mations  were  withdrawn,  the  tenants  having  abated  the  overcrowding ;  in  6 
cases  the  tenants  were  acquitted-— the  majority  because  it  was  the  first  offence, 
and  the  remainder  because  of  their  poverty,  and  their  promise  not  again  to 
offend. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

1,038  day  visits  and  1,307  night  visits  have  been  made  to  Bakehouses 
during  the  year.  9  informations  were  laid  for  working  young  people  below  the 
age  of  18  years,  between  the  hours  of  9  p  m.  and  5  a.m.  In  8  cases  penal¬ 
ties  varying  from  5s.  and  costs  to  20s.  and  costs,  and  making  a  total  of  £4 
16s.  0d.,  were  inflicted.  82  Bakehouses  were  found  dirty  and  notices  were 
served  to  limewash  and  cleanse  them. 

LICENSES  FOB  CATTLE. 

During  the  year  1874,  12  applications  for  Licenses  to  keep  89  cows  were 
made  to  and  granted  by  the  Health  Committee  ;  21  shippons  licensed  to  keep 
177  cows  have  been  given  up  during  the  year.  There  are  at  present  512 
shippons  licensed  to  keep  5,057  cows.  63  of  the  premises  previously  licensed 
have  been  transferred  to  fresh  tenants.  In  72  of  the  shippons  pigs  are  also 
allowed  to  be  kept ;  in  65  of  them,  only  two  pigs  each  ;  in  6,  4  pigs ;  and  in 
1,  5  pigs. 

69  applications  were  made  during  the  year  to  keep  pigs  in  styes  separate  from 
and  unconnected  with  shippons  ;  21  of  the  applications  for  keeping  64  pigs 
were  granted.  23  piggeries  licensed  to  keep  94  pigs  have  been  given  up 
during  the  year.  17  piggeries  previously  licensed  have  been  transferred  to 
fresh  tenants.  The  total  number  of  premises  or  styes  now  licensed  in  the 
Borough  (excluding  shippons)  is  318,  for  keeping  893  pigs. 
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MORTUARIES. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  27th  section  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1866, 
the  Council  provided  Mortuaries,  or  proper  places  for  the  reception  of  bodies, 
dead  of  infectious  disease,  which  are  detained  in  any  room  in  which  persons 
live  or  sleep,  and  of  bodies  which  are  in  such  a  state  as  to  endanger  the  health 
of  the  inmates  of  the  house  or  room  in  which  they  are  kept. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  cases  removed  to  the  Mortuaries  by  order  of 
the  Justices  on  the  certificate  of  the  Medical  Officer,  with  remarks  as  to  the 
condition  of  the  rooms  from  which  the  bodies  were  removed.

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REMOVAL  OF  THE  SICK  TO  HOSPITAL. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  SEC.  26. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Section,  there  were  removed  to  Hospital, 
39  persons,  including  8  men,  5  women,  and  26  young  persons  and  children, 
32  of  whom  were  suffering  from  Fever  and  7  from  Small  Pox.  In  6  of  the 
cases  the  law  had  to  be  enforced  against  the  wishes  of  the  patients  or  of  their 
friends.

DISINFECTION  OF  HOUSES. 

In  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  the  houses  were  disinfected,  free  of  cost, 
with  sulphurous  gas,  by  officers  appointed  by  the  Health  Committee,  but 
whenever  there  was  sickness  in  any  room  of  the  house,  so  as  to  endanger 
health  by  the  use  of  sulphurous  gas,  carbolic  acid  powder  was  freely  sprinkled 
in  the  rooms  and  passages  of  the  house  until  the  sulphurous  gas  could  be  used 
safely.  No  house  is  considered  properly  disinfected  until  the  sulphurous  gas 
has  been  used.  The  existence  of  sickness,  and  the  consequent  employment 
of  carbolic  acid  powder,  necessitate  many  visits  by  the  persons  in  charge  of 
disinfection.  There  were  in  all  7,316  visits  paid  to  the  houses  for  the  purposes 
of  disinfection  ;  the  number  of  houses  properly  disinfected  being  3,515
